Biden team, 
Eli Lilly 
condemn 
new Indiana 
abortion ban

INDIANAPOLIS — The 
administration of President 
Joe Biden and one of Indi- 
ana’s largest employers have 
condemned the state’s new 
ban on abortions, with the 
White House calling it an- 
other extreme attempt by Re- 
publicans to trample women’s 
rights. 

Indiana on Friday became 
the first state in the nation to 
approve such legislation since 
the U.S. Supreme Court over- 
turned a 1973 landmark case 
that had protected the right to 
abortion nationwide. 

“The Indiana Legislature 
took a devastating step as a 
result of the Supreme Court’s 
extreme decision to overturn 
Roe v. Wade and eliminate 
women’s constitutionally 
protected right to abortion,” 
White House Press Secretary 
Karine Jean-Pierre said in a 
statement Saturday. “And, 
it’s another radical step by 
Republican legislators to take 
away women’s reproductive 
rights and freedom, and put 
personal health care decisions 
in the hands of politicians 
rather than women and their 
doctors.” 

The ban, which takes effect 
Sept. 15, includes some ex- 
ceptions. Abortions will be

Over a month after 
vaccines open for 
ages 6 months to 5 
years, still no Wabash 
County sites

On Wednesday, Aug. 3, 
the Indiana State Depart- 
ment of Health (ISDH) re- 
ported the 160th COVID-19 
death in Wabash County. 

This was the latest local 
death since the 159th local 
death was recorded by the 
ISDH on Tuesday, July 5. 

Meanwhile, on Friday, 
July 1, the ISDH announced 
that the public may now 
schedule COVID-19 vac- 
cine appointments for chil- 
dren through age 5 by visit- 
ing www.ourshot.in.gov. 

Appointments are avail- 
able for individuals seek- 
ing the Moderna vaccine 
for children ages 6 months 
through 5 years and the 
Pfizer vaccine for children 
ages 6 months through 4 
years on the state’s sched- 
uling platform. 

The ISDH stated they had 
updated its map to show 
sites that are offering vac- 
cines for this age group.

Appointments are recom- 
mended due to vaccine and 
provider availability. Indi- 
viduals also can call 211 
for assistance or contact 
their child’s healthcare pro- 
vider to determine if they 
are offering the vaccines. 
However, as of this week, 
the ISDH lists a total of 270 
sites in the state which are 
offering vaccines for this 
age group, but none of them 
are in Wabash County. 
“Our website map shows 
sites that are publicly avail- 
able,” said ISDH media re- 
lations coordinator Megan 
Wade-Taxter in response 
to a Plain Dealer request 
on Wednesday, July 13. 


“However, private health- 
care providers also may 


have the vaccine for this 
age group but are not list- 
ed on the site because they 
serve existing patients. We 
encourage parents to check 
with their child’s private 
healthcare provider to see 
whether they have doses 
for those ages 6 months to 
5 years.” 

On May 20, the ISDH 
announced that Hoosiers 
ages 5 to 11 are eligible 
for a booster dose of the 
COVID-19 vaccine. On 
March 30, the ISDH an- 
nounced that Hoosiers age 
12 and older who have 
weakened immune sys- 
tems and individuals age 
50 and older who received 
a booster dose of an mRNA 
COVID-19 vaccine at least 
four months ago are eligi- 
ble for a second booster. 
Now, the ISDH is advising 
vaccine providers that they 


may also begin administer- 
ing boosters of the Pfizer 
pediatric vaccine to chil- 
dren ages 5 to 11 whose 


last dose was adminis- 
tered at least five months 
ago. 


According to the ISDH, in 
Wabash County, there are 
three vaccination locations 
available including CVS 
Pharmacy, 486 N. Cass St.; 
Kroger Pharmacy, 1309 
N. Cass St.; and Wal-Mart 
Pharmacy, 1601 N. Cass St. 
The Kroger Pharmacy loca- 
tion is vaccinating children 
ages to 5 to 11, and individ- 
uals 12-plus. To schedule 
appointments at this loca- 
tion, call 866-211-5320.

permitted in cases of rape 
and incest, before 10-weeks 
post-fertilization; to protect 
the life and physical health 
of the mother; and if a fetus 
is diagnosed with a lethal 
anomaly. Victims of rape 
and incest won’t be required 
to sign a notarized affidavit 
attesting to an attack, as had 
once been proposed. 

Under the bill, abortions 
can only be performed in 
hospitals or outpatient centers 
owned by hospitals, meaning 
all abortion clinics will lose 
their licenses. A doctor who 
performs an illegal abortion 
or fails to file required re- 
ports will lose their medical 
license. 

Pharmaceutical giant Eli 
Lilly and Co., which em- 
ploys 10,400 people at its 
headquarters in Indianapolis, 
warmed that the ban could 
lead it to reassess its presence 
in Indiana. 

“We are concerned that 
this law will hinder Lilly’s

hen an old man pre- 

pares for open-heart 
surgery, he maintains a 
confident demeanor and so 
does his good wife. He has 
an excellent surgeon and the 
procedure has been around 
since he was 
a teenager, 
pioneered 
by Dr. Walt 
Lillehei of 
Minneapolis. 
All is well. 
Stay calm 
and pull your 
socks up. 

The old 
man is me 
and Dr. Lillehei attended the 
University of Minnesota, as 
I did, but he did not major 
in English as I did nor did 
he write surreal poetry and 
doomsday fiction that took 
a stab at cynicism. I come 
from fundamentalist Scots 
who would’ve looked at 
heart surgery as a waste of 
money. The heart is sinful 
and heart disease is caused 
by rich living and can be 
remedied by physical labor, 
thinner dinners, and prayer. 
Dr. Lillehei came from 
progressive Norwegians and 
he had more curiosity. 

I’ve been down this road 
before, July 2001, under 
Dr. Orszulak at Mayo, and 
I rolled into the OR feeling 
quite chipper, prepared to

joke around, and then the 
anesthesiologist did some- 
thing and I disappeared. I 
awoke with an angelic being 
in blue scrubs whispering 

to me. I went home for a 
pleasant couple of weeks 
lounging in the backyard 
and resumed life. 

Of course, I am 20 years 
older now and things could 
be different. So the patient 
tries to gain a clear look at 
his own life. 

It was wildly lucky. I 
switched from surreal and 
cynical to light comedy as 
easily as you’d junk a rusty 
VW and accept the gift of 
a Jaguar. I found comedy 
quite amiable. I worked 
hard because it offered an 
escape from a hopeless 
marriage. I survived some 
rocky times to earn a pile 
of money, which I flung in 
many directions. I bought 
a mansion that looked like 
a train station and felt like 
one too. There was a high 
wall around the backyard 
that gave it a penal quality. I 
bought 80 acres in Wiscon- 
sin and put a log cabin on 
it and discovered that peace 
and quiet make me uneasy. 
I took expensive vacations I 
didn’t enjoy. 

What I enjoyed was the 
work. Then I met and mar- 
ried Jenny, who has a for- 
giving soul and is very fun- 


ny on top of it. I tell her how 
much I adore her and she 
makes a sound like “Hnnh” 
which always cracks me up. 
She is a violinist, well-trav- 
eled, a New Yorker at heart 
though she grew up in my 
hometown so she knows 
what she’s dealing with. She 
is a keeper. I feel well-kept. 

I am not a forgiving per- 
son. I have not yet forgiven 
two former employees who 
got me in a shakedown 
scheme and I made the 
mistake of settling with 
them before I had cleared 
my name. I know I should 
forgive them before I go 
under the knife but I don’t 
know how. The man who 
cooked up the scheme I 
sincerely wish would rot in 
hell but I need to cleanse 
my heart and have only 
a short time in which to 
accomplish this. 

Carrying anger in your 
heart is misery in a bottle 
and my rector Kate sug- 
gested I read Fred Luskin, 

a psychologist who leads 

a forgiveness training pro- 
gram at Stanford, if you can 
imagine such a thing. He 
put out a book giving nine 
steps toward forgiveness 
and No. 3 says that forgive- 
ness does not necessarily 
mean reconciliation, which 
is an enormous relief. I 
envisioned having to put 


my arms around the traitor 
and feeling his white beard 
against my cheek and whis- 
pering words of endearment. 
This would not be within 
my powers. Mr. Luskin 
says that forgiveness is for 
one’s own sake, to restore 
peace in one’s heart, and is 
not play-acting. He says, 
“Forgiveness is for you.” He 
says, “Make a commitment 
to yourself to feel better.” I 
like that. And he is a psy- 
chologist so I believe him. 

I make myself feel better 
by thinking about the times 
I’ve stood in front of a pay- 
ing audience and hummed a 
note and sang, “My country, 
*tis” and they all joined 
in and it was so beautiful, 
people got teary-eyed. It 
was intermission but instead 
of heading for the lobby 
they stood and sang. And 
maybe Dinah in the kitchen 
and “She was just 17 if you 
know what I mean” and 
“O Lord my God, when I 
in awesome wonder” and 
it was awesome. It wasn’t 
what they paid to see, they 
gave it to themselves. We all 
sang and found forgiveness 
in it. When I think of those 
times, it is well with my 
soul.

Learning from failures: How 
Biden scored win on climate plan

WASHINGTON — Over 
the last year, President Joe 
Biden watched pieces of his 
domestic agenda get thrown 
overboard in an effort to 
keep it afloat. Free commu- 
nity college, child care fund- 
ing, expanded preschool — 
all left behind. 

But there was at least one 
critical piece that emerged 
largely intact, albeit not un- 
scathed. The legislation ap- 
proved by the Senate over 
the weekend includes nearly 
$400 billion for clean ener- 
gy initiatives, the country’s 
largest-ever investment in 
fighting global warming. 

The measure, which in- 
cludes other provisions on 
taxes and prescription drugs, 
is expected to be passed by 
the House on Friday before 
going to Biden’s desk for his 
signature. In a statement to 
The Associated Press, Biden 
said the legislation will help 
fulfill his campaign prom- 
ise to “build a clean energy 
future and create jobs for 
American workers building 
that future.” 

“Our children and grand- 
children will remember this 
for many years to come: 
this bill changes their lives 
and secures their future 
more than almost anything 
Washington has done for de- 
cades,” he said. 

For the White House, the 
final result is proof of an ap- 
proach — more focused on 
incentives than regulations 
or penalties — that was born 
from the failure to advance 
climate policy more than 
a decade ago, when Biden 
served as vice president. 

After President Barack 
Obama took office in 2009, 
Democrats began pushing 
legislation that would create 
a cap-and-trade program to 
limit greenhouse gas emis- 
sions. 

The proposal would have 
limited emissions and forced 
industries to buy permits to 
release emissions, creating a 
financial incentive to operate 
more cleanly. 

But with the economy still 
struggling to recover from 
the recession and Republi- 
cans in opposition, the leg- 
islation stalled in 2010. Joe 
Manchin, the West Virginia 
Democrat who was running 
for Senate at the time, re- 
leased a campaign advertise- 
ment in which he fired a rifle 
at a copy of the bill. 

Christy Goldfuss, the se- 
nior vice president for ener- 
gy and environment policy 
at the Center for American 
Progress, was working on 
Capitol Hill at the time. She 
said the failure was “abso- 
lutely devastating to the cli- 
mate community, and really 
led to deep reflection and 
introspection.” 


Another setback came in 
2018, when voters in Wash- 
ington state rejected a car- 
bon tax. If the idea couldn’t 
even get traction in such a 
liberal corner of the country, 
Goldfuss said, what chance 
did it have nationally? 

Stef Feldman, a domestic 
policy adviser, said Biden’s 
experience as vice president 
informed his thinking about 
climate policy when he start- 
ed running for the White 
House in 2019. 

“He had seen President 
Obama work very hard to get 
cap and trade over the finish 
line,’ she said. “He knew 
that we had to try something 
different.” 

Ali Zaidi, the deputy na- 
tional climate adviser, said 
Biden was helped by the 
fact that clean energy had 


become more affordable and 
recognizable in recent years. 
“This is a set of technol- 
ogies and a set of solutions 
for which time has come,” he 
said. “He was able to speak 
to an American people who 
knew tangibly what this 
meant, and the economics 
lined up to propel action.” 
White House officials said 
they made a sustained effort 
to build — and hold togeth- 
er — a coalition involving 
unions, environmentalists 
and industry. For example, 
Zaidi and national climate 
adviser Gina McCarthy went 
to Colorado last September 
for the board meeting of the 
Edison Electric Institute, 
which represents utilities. 
Other meetings involved au- 
toworkers, mineworkers and 
clean energy companies.

GOP responds to DOJ 
lawsuit with mumbo jumbo 


he U.S. Department of Justice’s 

lawsuit against the state of Idaho 
— the first such lawsuit the federal 
government has filed against a state in 
the wake of the overturning of Roe v. 
Wade — is based on important matters 
of life and death, and raises legitimate 
questions about how Idaho’s abortion 
ban would be implemented. 

In essence, the DOJ lawsuit contends 
that Idaho’s trigger law is a violation of 
the federal Emergency Medical Treat- 
ment and Labor Act because it “pre- 
emptively criminalizes all abortions ... 
even where a denial of care will likely 
result in the death of the patient,’ U.S. 
Associate Attorney General Vanita 
Gupta said during a news conference 
Tuesday. 

The medical community for the past 
several weeks has been raising these 
alarms over Idaho’s abortion ban. 

The arguments presented by the DOJ 
bring up valid points that would be 
well-suited for debate in a court of law. 

Unfortunately, Idaho’s politicians 
responded to the lawsuit not with their 
own cogent legal arguments and rea- 
soning, but with mumbo jumbo about 
state sovereignty, “federal meddling” 


and claims that the lawsuit is “‘politi- 
cally motivated,’ in the words of Idaho 
Attorney General Lawrence Wasden, 
who said he wished the DOJ would 
just sit down and talk about it first. 

To the contrary, it was Idaho pol- 
iticians’ response that appeared to 
be politically motivated, while the 
Department of Justice seemed to be the 
adult in the room, informing Idaho that 
it thinks it’s breaking the rules. 

Idaho doesn’t exactly have a good 
track record when it comes to these 
kinds of lawsuits. The state was just 
ordered to pay $320,000 in legal bills 
for the plaintiff in a lawsuit over yet 
another bad law passed by the Republi- 
can-dominated Legislature, this one on 
transgender birth certificates. 

Gov. Brad Little’s response to being 
sued by the federal government veered 
into the absurd. 

“The U.S. Justice Department’s 
interference with Idaho’s pro-life law is 
another example of Biden overreaching 
yet again while he continues to ignore 
issues that really should demand his at- 
tention — like crushing inflation and the 
open border with Mexico,” according 
to Little’s press release. 


By using a press release in this 
case to make some vapid campaign 
statement, it shows Little to be the one 
acting out of political motivation. 

Meanwhile, Raul Labrador, the 
Republican nominee to replace Wasden 
as attorney general, offered his own 
weak response, an ominous harbinger 
of what we can expect if he’s elected 
—a lawyer who isn’t keen on making a 
legal argument, but will play politics as 
much as possible. 

“Tn filing this lawsuit, the Biden Ad- 
ministration seeks to replace the will of 
Idaho’s citizens with President Biden’s 
pro-abortion priorities,” he wrote in a 
statement. 

No, it doesn’t. First, this wasn’t 
a voter initiative passed by Idaho’s 
citizens. Second, the lawsuit seeks to 
protect medical providers from being 
thrown in jail by the state of Idaho for 
providing necessary medical care to 
their patients. 

If this is the best defense that Idaho’s 
got in response to valid legal claims 
about Idaho’s extreme abortion ban, 
we're in trouble.

DAD/SINCE G PRICES ARE LOWER THIS WEEK, 
SHOULD WE BLAME BIDEN FOR THAT, TOO?7” 
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Why are rich places growing 
and poor places in decline? 


ver the past four decades, the 

United States suffered its first 
prolonged period of economic diver- 
gence. This type of divergence occurs 
when rich places grow at a notice- 
ably different rate than poor places, 
which causes the standard of living 
to diverge. Roughly around 1980, the 
nation experienced 
broad convergence, and 
capital (businesses) and 
people migrated from 
poorer (lower-income, 
lower-cost) areas to 
richer (higher-income, 
higher-cost) areas. 

Understanding why 
this growth happens is 
important because in- 
creasing differences in 
prosperity leads to fissures in American 
culture and politics. Increasingly poor 
places differ substantially from grow- 
ing places. In these poor places, far 
fewer families thrive, social institutions 
such as churches and fraternal organi- 
zations weaken, economies languish, 
and health is worse. 

This is a growing problem nation- 
wide, one that far too few Americans 
take seriously. To address the problem 
through policy, we must first under- 
stand what causes this divergence. 
Whether or not divergence is happen- 
ing is not in dispute. However, the 
details of why this is happening are not 
fully understood. A few general facts 
do give us some clues. 

First, the places that are shrinking 
in population uniformly have much 
lower levels of educational attainment 
than those that are thriving. Nationally, 
college graduates make up approxi- 
mately 38 percent of the workforce. 
We can assume, as a rule of thumb, that 
no place with a workforce of at least 
AO percent college graduates is doing 
poorly. Conversely, no place with 
a workforce of less than 36 percent 
college graduates is thriving. 

Whether educational attainment is 
a causal factor in regional divergence 
isn’t in question. Rather, the lingering 
unknown is understanding precisely 
what within the measured education- 
al attainment contributes to regional 
divergence. One hypothesis is that 
regions with few college graduates lack 
the innovative capacity to adjust after 
an economic shock — such as a reces- 
sion or plant closing. I’m doubtful of 
this explanation. Business process and 
technological innovation occurs very

heavily on the shop floor of factories 
and offices. Indeed, most productiv- 
ity-enhancing innovation seems to 
happen at the worksite from employees 
across the business. It’s not exclusively 
a college graduate phenomenon. 

A second hypothesis is that higher 
levels of educational attainment pro- 
vide a higher share of entrepreneurial 
talent in a region. I am very dubious of 
this explanation for two reasons. First, 
there’s very little evidence of important 
differences in entrepreneurial talent 
among regions. Second, there’s not 
much evidence of major differences in 
entrepreneurial capacity across educa- 
tional attainment levels. 

I'd be happy to be wrong on both of 
these hypotheses, but I suspect there’s 
a much more believable pair of related 
accounts for the role of educational 
attainment in regional divergence. I 
say ‘believable’ because these hypoth- 
eses closely correlate to the facts we 
already know about the places that are 
in decline. That alone makes them a 
far more powerful explanation than 
the innovation and entrepreneurship 
arguments. 

The first of the two related arguments 
is simple — job automation and digi- 
tization are more likely to replace the 
tasks performed by less well-educated 
workers. We know this is true from a 
number of studies, including some that 
I’ve authored with colleagues at Ball 
State. We also know that these at-risk 
jobs are more likely to be clustered in 
places with lower levels of educational 
attainment. 

To be clear, automation doesn’t 
cause a net decline in the demand 
for labor; it creates some jobs and 
destroys others. Automation and 
digitization create new, higher-paying, 
higher-skilled jobs in some places and 
destroy lower-paying, lower-skilled 
jobs elsewhere. If you have the right 
skills and live in a place with lots 
of other workers with those desired 
skills, automation can be a great eco- 
nomic boon. If you lack the desired 
skills and are surrounded by lots of 
other people who also lack those 
skills, automation can lead to job loss- 
es and significant family disruption. 

This story is as old as the Industrial 
Revolution, but the global economy 
has been growing robustly for the past 
300 years, and it will continue to do 
so. In order to participate in the new 
economy, individual workers must 
possess the ability to absorb new skills 


that may be vastly different from what 
they currently know. 

For most of American history, we’ve 
been pretty good at this type of adapta- 
tion. From 1880 until about 1950, four 
generations of boys raised on farms 
built the Midwestern manufacturing 
economy into the marvel of the world. 
Farm skills and an elementary/middle 
school education easily transitioned 
into the skills and education necessary 
to work in steam- and electric-powered 
factories. 

Modern automation and digitiza- 
tion requires a much higher level of 
educational attainment. We aren’t 
talking about moving from an eighth- 
grade skill to an eleventh-grade skill to 
accommodate new machinery. Today’s 
technological changes eliminate whole 
categories of tasks that in turn reduce 
the number of jobs in many low-skilled 
occupations. The jobs created by auto- 
mation typically require several years 
of post-secondary education. 

This cycle doesn’t just happen once, 
but several times over a working career. 
This sets up the second, complementa- 
ry reason why places with a less-edu- 
cated workforce now suffer long-term 
economic decline. College isn’t just 
a gateway to a new job; the college 
education itself insulates workers 
from job losses by making individual 
workers more adaptive to technological 
changes. 

When we put together these two 
explanations, we are left with a story 
of regional success and failure that is 
pretty straightforward. Technology 
changes favor better-educated workers, 
and at the same time, education makes 
those better-educated workers more 
adaptable to new technologies. 

Thus, places with lower levels of 
educational attainment are more likely 
to experience job losses. At same time, 
those displaced workers are less likely 
to have the ability to ‘upskill’ into new 
jobs. As a consequence, better-edu- 
cated places grow richer, while less 
well-educated places grow poorer. I 
believe that over the coming years, this 
will be the accepted explanation for 
regional divergence. 

These matters are well within the 
capacity for states to address. We just 
need more people to take seriously an 
economic problem that risks affecting 
America’s politics for several more 
decades.

ECSO updates 
crash details 


After releasing initial de- 
tails on last week’s two-ve- 
hicle crash which killed four 
— including Walorski, two of 
her staff members and the 
other driver — the Elkhart 
County Sheriff’s Office 
(ECSO) offered an updated 
version of events. 

The ECSO responded to 
the scene on Indiana 19 
south of Indiana 119 at ap- 
proximately 12:32 p.m. 
Wednesday, Aug. 3. 

“A northbound passenger 
car traveled left of center 
and collided head-on with 
a southbound sports utility 
vehicle,” stated the ECSO, 
at the time. 
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All three occupants in the 
southbound vehicle died 
as a result of their injuries, 
including Walorski, 58, of 
Elkhart; Zachery Potts, 27, 
of Mishawaka; and Emma 
Thomson, 28, of Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

The sole occupant of the 
northbound vehicle, Edith 
Schmucker, 56, of Nap- 
panee, was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

“The Elkhart County Cor- 
oner’s Office and the ECSO 
are conducting the investi- 
gation,’ stated the ECSO. 
“No additional information 
will be released at this time.” 

But, on Thursday, Aug. 4, 
the ECSO announced they 
had “obtained updated in- 
formation into the vehicle 
crash.” 

“The information from the 
preliminary investigation at 
the scene, as to the direc- 
tion of travel of the vehicles, 
was not correct,” stated the 
ECSO. “The continuing 
investigation has located 
eyewitness and video evi- 
dence.” 

According to the ECSO, 
both confirm that the ma- 
roon Buick LeSabre driven 
by Schmucker was south- 
bound on Indiana 19 south 
of Indiana 119 and the sil- 
ver Toyota RAV 4 driven 
by Potts was northbound on 
Indiana 19. 

“The Toyota RAV 4 
crossed the center-line for 
reasons that are unknown 
at this time and the two 
vehicles collided,’ stated 
the ECSO. “All occupants 
of both vehicles were con- 
firmed to have been wearing 
seatbelts and airbags did de- 
ploy.” 

The ECSO stated they 
were continuing to inter- 
view witnesses and collect 
evidence from the scene and 
vehicles. 

“If anyone has informa- 
tion or witnessed this crash, 
we ask that they contact the 
ECSO,” stated the ECSO.

Gilmore finds good 


landing spot in Indy

WESTFIELD, Ind. — Ste- 
phon Gilmore arrived at 
training camp two weeks ago 
with an impressive resume — 
and something to prove. 

After two injury-filled sub- 
par seasons in New England 
and Carolina, the 31-year- 
old cornerback chose India- 
napolis to revive his career. 

So far, it looks like a win- 
ning match. 

“I feel good, I feel strong, 
I finally feel like myself,’ 
Gilmore said at the team’s 
camp complex, nestled be- 
tween the cornfields in sub- 
urban Indianapolis. “I like 
the vibe here, I like the guys, 
I like the coaches. Every- 
body here does everything 
to help the team win. That’s 
one thing I’ve noticed.” 

Gilmore has learned plenty 
of lessons over a decade-long 
career, none more valuable 
than detecting the difference 
between teams built to con- 
tend and everyone else. It’s 
one reason he took nearly 
a month to sift through the 
free agent suitors before 
signing a two-year deal with 
the Colts. 

On paper, Gilmore saw a 
promising defense on the 
verge of becoming an elite 
unit, an offense led by new 
quarterback Matt Ryan and 
defending league rushing 
champ Jonathan Taylor and 
an opportunity to shore up 
one of the Colts’ most glar- 
ing weaknesses, pass cover- 
age. 

On the field, Gilmore has 
been one of Indy’s most 
productive players. He’s 
dominated the one-on-one 
matchups with rookie re- 
ceiver Alec Pierce and has 
blanketed virtually anyone 
who dares to challenge him. 

His instincts also appear to 
be back and Gilmore’s pen- 
chant for routinely batting 
away passes has become

contagious in this young re- 
building secondary. 

New defensive coordinator 
Gus Bradley welcomes the 
impact Gilmore has made 
as does Ryan, the league’s 
2016 MVP, who has been 
victimized more than once 
by a familiar foe. 

“Unfortunately, that’s not 
the first time he’s picked me 
off,’ Ryan said after Gilm- 
ore made an acrobatic in- 
terception during Sunday’s 
practice. “He’s got excellent 
pattern recognition, real- 
ly good — savvy, good ball 
skills. He’s talented, and 
he’s one of those guys who 
sometimes can put a seed of 
doubt in your mind of what 
he’s going to do.” 

That’s been Gilmore’s 
trademark for most of his 
career. 

He earned a Super Bowl 
ring during Tom Brady’s fi- 
nal championship run in New 
England by batting away 20 
passes and was selected as 
the league’s 2019 Defensive 
Player of the Year with 20 
more passes defensed, tying 
for the league lead with six 
interceptions and returning 
two for scores. 

But winning consistently 
has proven elusive for the 
former South Carolina star. 

He endured four losing 
seasons and never made the 
playoffs during a strong five- 
year run in Buffalo. After 
appearing in back-to-back 
Super Bowls each of his 
first two seasons in New En- 
gland, the Patriots suffered a 
rare wild-card round loss in 
2019 before the bottom fell 
out. 

Gilmore’s 2020 season 
was derailed first by a pos- 
itive COVID-19 test, then a 
torn quadriceps and finally 
by a rare Pats’ postseason 
absence. When the injury 
lingered through the next 
summer’s training camp, he 
landed on the physically un- 
able to perform list and was 


eventually traded to Caroli- 
na. 

There, he had 13 tackles 
and two interceptions in 
eight games and earned his 
fourth straight Pro Bowl se- 
lection despite not playing 
like one of the league’s top 
coverage guys. 

So when Gilmore became 
a free agent, he took his 
time, weighed his options 
and when the Colts finally 
came through, it was an of- 
fer Gilmore couldn’t refuse. 
The Colts haven’t regretted 
it, either. 

“From a  quarterback’s 
perspective, he’s the kind 
of cornerback you fear be- 
cause of the way he sees 
the game,” coach Frank Re- 
ich said. “He knows what’s 
coming before it’s coming. 
He’s so quick to recognize 
routes, concepts and then he 
has the ability to make plays 
on the ball and turn it over. 
That’s what we’ve seen from 
start to finish. We love him.” 

Playing the ball and stick- 
ing to receivers was Gilm- 
ore’s trademark long before 
joining the Colts. 

He starts this season with 
27 interceptions and 116 
passes defensed, tied for sev- 
enth and fourth among active 
players still in the league last 
season. 

And now that he’s healthy, 
back in a system where he 
can thrive and working with 
four Pro Bowl teammates on 
defense, Gilmore believes 
he can be back on top of his 
game this season. 

“I asked him how it was 
and how the guys were in 
the locker room, the vibe,” 
Gilmore said, describing a 
spring conversation with an- 
other Pro Bowl cornerback 
Kenny Moore II. “He said 
all good things. I’m happy 
I made that decision. I think 
I'll be a great player for this 
team.” 

The Colts are counting on 
it.
